With dispatches ap- 
pearing Tuesday bearing the news that 
more than 1,000,000 Americans are now 
overseas, struggling on foreign soil for 
a freedom as sacred as that for which 
“the embattled farmers stood and fired 
tf shot heard ‘round the world” in 
the Revolutionary battle for liberty 
nearly one hundred and fifty years ago. 
if patriotism is displayed with more 
than usual zest, more than ever is the 
opportunity afforded for it. 

Thousands of the boys in khaki from 
Camp Gordon, Fort McPherson and 
Camp Jesup will come to the city to 
mingle with the civilian population in 
the observance of the greatest of all 
American holidays, while the other 
thousands who remain at camp will 
throng the parade fields to witness a 
series of Victory athletic events, the 
greatest perhaps that have been “pulled 
off” at the camps since they were es- 
tablished. 

One of the biggest celebrations plan- 
ned for Atlanta will be held at Lake- 
wood under the direction of the South- 
eastern Fair association, while another 


‘will be the Red Cross golf tournament, 


the tennis match and the aquatic meet 
at Bast Lake, with a number of na- 
tionally famous athletes on the pro- 
gram. 

Bast Leke Program. 

At East Lake the main event on the 
program will be the- golf match be- 
tween Bobby Jones and Perry Adair, 
Atianta champions, and Kenneth Ed- 
wards and Jimmy Standish, the west- 
ern stars. This wl start at 2:30 o’clock 
and will be fo ed by a water car- 
nival. A Red Cross parade, headed by 
the Shrine band, will move through the 
streets of Atlanta at noon, advertising 
the carnival. The Red Cross house at 
°58 Peachtree street will be closed to 
all workers today, because of the events 
in which the workers are particularly 
interested. 

Both of the foregoing Independence 
@ay programs have been arranged with 
a victorious end-of-the-war purpose in 
view—the former, to boost war savings 
stamps, the latter to aid the Red Cross.

BREWING OF BEER 
AND “NEAR BEER” 
REDUCED 50 PER CENT 


Washington, 
beer and the manufacture of “near- 
beer” will be curtailed 50 per cent 
through fuel restrictions in the year 
beginning July 1, according to a joint 
announcement late today by Fuel Ad- 


ministrator Garfield and Chairman Ba- | 


ruch, of the war industries board, after 
the weekly meeting of the president's 
war ‘cabinet. , 

The fuel restriction amounting to 50 
per cent will includé fuel of all kinds 
and will be based on the average .an- 
nual consumption between January lI, 
1915, amd December 31, 1917. The or- 
der applied to brewers of beer, ale, 
porter and other cereal beverages, and 
to the manufacture of non-alcoholic 
cereal beverages. The curtailment, 
while effective only for one year, was 
regarded in some quarters as the fore- 


runner of further restrictions within 
the near future. 

Application of the order to the manu- 
facture of non-alcoholic cereal bever- 
ages placed the restriction strictly upon 
a fuel saving basis instead of a pro- 
hibition plan. Strong opposition was 
recently voiced in congress by mem- 
bers of the shipping board against tak- 


ing beer away from shipyards workers 


as a prohibition measure. 


553 SHORT LIME ROADS 
KEPT BY GOVERNMENT 


Employees to Receive the 
Wage Awards of Steam 
Road Workers. 


Washington, July 3.—The railroad 
administration announced tonight that 
553 short line railroads,had been re- 
tained under government control. All 
employees of these lines will receive 
the wage awards made to employees of 
the steam roads and owners will be 
compensated under the general con- 
tract. 

Control of approximately 1,300 short 
lines, terminal roads and main line 
feeders finally has been relinquished 
by the railroad administration, which 
was given until July 1, by the original 
railroad control act, to turn back to 
private ownership roads, operation of 
which by the government was not re- 
garded as essential. 

In the meantime; congress passed a 
joint resolution extending the time for 
turning back the roads to January 1, 
and providing that control of short 
lines should not be relinquished while 
connections or competing lines were 
continued under government control. 
Some seators have contended that this 
resolution wowtld permit of roads re- 
linquished again being taken over. 

A delegation of senators, headed by 
Senator Smith, of South Carolina, called 
on the president today to urge that 
he not veto the joint resolution, which 
now is awaiting his action. 

The president was understood to have 
told the senators he had not reached 
a final decision and he first would 
confer with railroad administration of- 
ficials. 

At the railroad administration it was 
stated some of the roads relinquished 
might be taken over again under con- 
tracts to be arranged by the owners. 
Each however, will be decided 
upon its individual me~*t., it was ex- 
plained 

With 167 main line roads already hav- 
ing retained, the number now under 
government control is fixed at 720. 
They include belt lines, wharf corpora- 
tions, suburban electric lines, union de- 
pots and bridge corporations.

To the Voters of Atlanta: At- 
lanta’s whole waterworks system 
is liable to be paralyzed by & 
breakdown ef the main pump at 
the waterworks. This main pump 
is overtaxed. It Was overtaxed a 
year ago. The pump is cracked and 
spliced together with bands and 

_ rods of steel. Should this pump 
preak while working at top speed, 
it would tear itself to pieces before 
it could be stopped. If such a thing . 
should happen, imagine the conse- 
quences. 

No water in any home or fac- 
tory. No water in the fire mains 
to stop a conflagration. The sound 
of a fire alarm would égound the 
city’s doom. 

New pumps are needed at the 
River and Hemphill station. The 
waterworks bonds of $500,000 are 
an absolute necessity. ~ 

Atianta’s consumption of water 
has been increasing by leaps and 
bounds, without any increase in 
the pumping capacity of the sys- 
tem. W. Zode Smith, general man- . 
ager of the waterworks, says: 

“In ten years no provision has 
been made for reinforcing the fil- 
tration and pumping facilities, but 
during that time the piping system 
has been increased more than 100 - 
per cent. The demand for water | 
has increased from 13 million gal- 
lons a day to 28 million galons a - 
day. In other worda, we have con- 


pumps without shutting down for 
needed repairs.” 

Charles B. Gramling, chief en- 
gineer at the river pumping sta- 
tion, is president of the Atlanta 
Federation of Trades. He urgent- 
ly implores every man of organized 
labor in the city to go to the polls 
on July 10 and vote for the 
bond issue.

Every speaker expressed the opin- 
ion that the people of Atlanta are over- 
whelmingly in favor of this bond is- 
sue, but the great fear of all is that 
not sufficient registered voters will 
avail themselves of the opportunity to 
serve the City and the people of Atlanta 
by coming out July 10 and casting their 
votes. It was pointed out by W. Tom 
Winn, chairman of the citizens’ com-, 
mittee, that 9,230 votes are necessary 
in order to carry this bond issue and 
a man who fails to come out and vote 
casts a vote against the bonds.

PLEN TY OF SUGAR 


PLEDGED BY HOOVER 
FOR USE IN TOBACCO 


Washington, July 3—aA_ tentative 
agreement was secured today from 
Food Administrator Hoover by senators 
from tobacco-producing states of the 
south that the supply of sugar for the 
tobacco industry, which Mr. Hoover had 
planned to cut in half, will not be re- 
duced this year. 

Because of the effect upon the tobac- 
co industry, Mr. Hoover agreed to care- 
fully consider suspension of the sugar 
reduction order as it affects tobacco 
manufacture. In the ‘meantime manu- 
facturers will experiment with sugar 
substitutes. 

Senator Martin, of Virginia, demo- 
cratic leader of the senate; Senator 
Simmons, of North Carolina, chairman 
of the senate finance committee, and 
Senator Swanson, of Virginia, protested 
to Mr. Hoover against the sugar curtail- 
ment order. They said it would cause 
loss of millions of dollars both to to- 
bacco manufacturers and producers 
and alsg in revenue to the government. 
The or@er, they said, would force a 
large share of the tobacco producers: to 
completely shut down their factories in 


six months when the 50 per cent allow- 
ance would be exhausted. They pointed 
out that only 57,000,000 pounds of sugar 
is used annually by the tobacco indus- 


(try, and that the 50 per cent reduction 


order would save sugar worth only $3,- 
000,000, while the candy industry, even 
on a 60 per cent basis, is allowed 400,- 
060,000 eownes. Senator Simmons empha- 
sized the loss of revenue to the gov- 
ernment which would result from cur- 
tailing production.

Atlantan, Avigtor, 
Falls From French 
Skies WithoutHurt 


Lieutenant Frank B. Tid- 
well Has Miraculous Es- 
cape When Plane Plunges 
Mile and Half to Earth, 


A description of what is perhaps” the 
first instance of an Atlantan tumbling 
from the skies in France is contained in 
a letter written by Lieutenant Frank 
B. Tidwell to his sister, Mrs. Annie T. 
Reynolds, of Atlanta. He performed 
the unwilling feat of diving a mile and 
a half out of control and the more re- 
markable feat of landing without a 
scratch, his companion escaping in an 
equally mfraculous manner. 

So cool and seélf-possessed was Lieu- 
tenant Tidwell after his thrilling and 
spectacular descent from the sky that 
he unslung his camera and photograph- 
ed his plane standing with its nose 
buried in the earth and sent the picture 
to his sister. He laconically described 
the incident as a “bad fall en May 165, 
when on a photo mission at 2,000 me- 
ters height, smashing the machine.” 

The letter also contained another pic- 
ture of a city he photographed while 
flying at an altitude of 2,600 meters, 
which, although taken with a small 
camera,._.ghows with wonderful distinct- 
ness the houses, trees, streets and other 
prominent markings. 

Lieutenant Tidwell writes that he is 

kept too busy in the air to find time 
to do much else than try to keep the 
Boche located. He is an aerial observ- 
er, having been detailed to this duty 
immediately after arriving in France 
the early part of the year. 
+ Before entering the aviation service 
he was a first lieutenant in the artil- 
lery and served with P@rshing on the 
border during the Mexican fracas. He 
stood a competitive examination and 
was admitted to the aviation school at 
Fort Sill, Oklahoma, and in a short 
time was commissioned as an aerial 
observer.

The American gunners, stripped to the 
waist, stood in the gun pits and on gun 
emplacements, feeding shells as fast as 
they could handle them into the guns, 
and a steady stream of steel explosives 
swept through space on to the enemy 
lines. 

At 6 o’clock this evening the gunfire 
showed no signs of abating, the enemy 
artillery work, if anything, evidencing 
more ferocity than ever. The Ameri- 
can aviators, keeping vigil over the 
fighting zone, found the ground com- 
pletely pbscured at places by the smake 
of guns and shells. 

Among the captured material thus far 
counted are six heavy machine guns, 
18 light machine guns, six trench mor- 
tars, two grenade throwers, 200 rifles, 
one motorcycle machine gun and large 
quantities of ammunition and equip- 
ment. 

German Attack Repulsed. 

A heavy German ocunter attack 
against the American positions at 
Vaux, launched at 1 o’clock this morn- 
ing, was repulsed, the enemy losing 
very heavily. Not a foot of ground 
won by the Americans in their attack 
on Monday night was lost.

The American artillery lent efficient 
aid in completely breaking up the ene- 
my attack, which was launched with 
fresh regiments of storm troops. 

'  _ Mere Germans Taken. 

The number of prisoners taken by 
the Americans in the operations near 
Chateau Thierry was increased today 
without the American infantry oper- 
ating except as skirmishers. 

German shells have been raining on 
the new American positions and the 
enemy fire has been answered by the 
American guns. The American line 
was the target of projectiles of all cal- 
ibers, gas shells being mixed with high 
explosive missiles. The shells have 
been falling heavily in the areas be- 
hind the battle line. The enemy fire, 
particularly on the right flank of the 
new positions at Vaux, was most in- 
tense for hours. 

At last reports, the American ma- 
chine gunners were holding their 
ground and repulsing small but desper- 
ate efforts of the Germans to regain 
the ground wrested from them. The 
Americans are reported to be well pro- 


tected by their temporary trenches and 


are not exposing themselves needlessly 
to the storm of flying steel from. the 
bursting German shells. 

German Lose Heavy. 

The German loss in killed is un- 
known, but prisoners say their orders 
were to drive back the Americans at 
all costs. They have paid the highest 
cost possible, but have failed to per- 
form the task entrusted to them. 

From the general conditions along 
the battle line, it appears that further 
attacks by the Germans are likely to 
develop. The Americans, however, are 
just as ready for what is coming as 
they were for what has passed, and are 
just as confident as to the outcome. 


FRENCH TROOPS 
TAKE MORE GROUND 
FROM THE GERMANS 


Paris, July 3.—French troops last 
night attacked the German positions 
along a front of three kilometers north 
of Moulin-Sous-Touvent and improved 


their positions. 

West of Chateau Thierry on the 
Marne front a German counter attack 
in the region of Vaux was checked by 
the French fire. Other German at- 
tempts to advance north of Moncel and 
in upper Aleace were without result. 

In the .attack on the Moulin-Sous- 
Toutvent front the French troops pen- 
etrated the German positions to a 
depth of 800 meters. So far the num- 
ber of Germans taken prisoner in this 
operation has reached 220. 

The official statement says: 

“Between the Oise and the Aisne we 
executed a local operation north of 
Moulin Sous Toutvent. Our troops cap- 
tured German troops on a front of 
three kilometers and attained a depth 
of 800 meters. The number of prison- 
ers at present enumerated is 220. 

“West of Chateau Thierry a German 
counter attack in the region of Vaux 
was checked by the French fire. Pris- 
oners remained in the hands of the 


French. 
“Other German attacks northeast of 


Moncel and in upper Alsace obtained 


no results. 
“The night was calm on the rest of 


the front.” 

Prisoners to the number of 457, of 
whom seven were officers, were taken 
in the attack north of Moulin-Sous- 


Toutvent, according to an official 
atatement issued by the war office to- 
night. The statement reads: 
“There was lively reciprocal artil- 
lery fire near Vauquois, in the Ar- 
gonne region and on the right bank of 
he Meuse. 
, “The total number of prisoners tak- 
en in the French attack north of 
Moulin-Sous Toutvent was 457, of 
whom seven were officers. We have 
also taken 830 machine guns. 
‘Bastern Theater, July 2: There was 
reciprocal artillery firing on the Doi- 
ran front, where an enemy surprise 
attack was repulsed with serious 
losses after hand-to-hand fighting. 


BRITISH UNABLE 
TO HOLD GROUND. 


the British Army in France, 
ion bth Associated Press.)—An 
enemy counter attack last night 
against positions which the British 
took on Sunday night southeast of 
Bouzincourt proved successful, and the 
Germans reoccupied their old line. 

The operation was begun at 9:30 
o’clock after a heavy artillery bom- 
bardment. A hot engagement ensued 
and the British gradually withdrew 
until they reached the defenses they 
had prior to Sunday’s battle. 

On Monday night the Germans first 
tried to recapture this ground. They 
made a heavy counter attack then 
which failed, with the exception that 
they regained possession of a few po- 
gitions in the northern part of the 
sector involved. The British carried

ITALIANS FAIL, 
AUSTRIANS SAY, 


Vienna, July 3.—Italian troops, sup- 
ported by naval forces, attempted to 
cross the Piave near its mouth yester- 


day, says today’s war office statement. | 
The attempt was a failure, as was an- 
other effort by the Italians to effect a 
crossing of the river further north, 
near Zenson, it is declared. 

The Italians succeeded in effecting a 
slight gain of ground near Chiesanuo- 
va, northeast of Capo Sile. The futile 
attempt of the enemy to land his in- 
fantry on the easterly side of the Piave 
was made near Revedoli, close to the 
Adriatic. 

The Italians preceded their attack by 
an intense bombardment of the entire 
Piave front southward from Saugens 
(about 28 miles), the bombarding in- 
creasing to drum fires at points in the 
southern sector. After a few hours of 
this shelling the Italian infantry ad- 
vanced in the area near the river's 
mouth. . : 

The statement reads: 

Early yesterday morning on the 
whole Piave front from Suse anad 
downward the Italians began a violent 
bombardment, which increased to drum 
fire in several sectors south of San 
Dona di Piave. A few hours later the 
enemys infantry advanced to the at- 
tack in the region of the mouth of the 
Piave. 

“After bitter fighting, lasting the en- 
tire day, the enemy was unable to ob- 
tain any success with the exception of 
a slight gain of territory near Chiesa- 
nuova, 

“An attempt to land infantry on the 
south wing, near Revedoli, which waa 
supported by enemy naval forces, broke 
down. An Italian attempt to effect a 
crossing near Zenson was frustrated. 

“On the Venetian mountain front 
the fighting activity has been extraor- 
dinarily lively. West of Asolene a 
strong attack was repulsed’‘in a coun- 
ter attack by the tried Lower Austrian 
\Forty-ninth infantry regiment north 
of Col del Rosso. Near Asiago we 
threw back Italian infantry attacks. 

“There were moderate artillery duels 
on the Tyrol west front.” 

Field Marshal Haig’s report from 
British headquarters tonight says that 
there is nothing of special interest 
upon which to report. 


GERMAN REPORT 


ON OPERATIONS. 

Berlin, July 3.—(Via London.)—The 
German war office today announced 
that four machines attached to an 
American squadron of nine units were 
shot down. Lively fighting is also 
reported south of Arras, northwest of 
Albert and between the Aisne and 
Marne rivers. 

The communication reads: 

“There have been successful recon- 
noitering engagements. Strong attacks 
launched by the British near Merris 
and Moyenneville, south of Arras, broke 
down. 

“We captured prisoners tn local fight- 
ing northwest of Albert. Local fight- 
ing developed this morning north of the 
Aisne. 

“Lively activity on the part of the 
enemy kept up between the Aisne and 
the Marne. Partial attacks near St. 
Pierre Aigle and west of Chateau Thier- 
ry were repulsed. 

“Four airplanes were shot down from 
an American squadron of nine units.” 


The American squadron of nine air- 
Planes, from which the German war 
office asserts four machines were shot 
down, is doubtless the squadron which 
was engaged in battle to the north of 
Chateau Thierry yesterday with a Ger- 
man squadron of similar numbers. 

In this fight, which lasted half an 
hour, it was announced from American 
headquarters, three German planes were 
destroyed and two American machines 
failed to return. 

The war office announced this even- 
ing that local engagements took place 
north of the Aisne.

Chairman Sima, of the house commit- 
tee, announced that he would submit a 
report on the telegraph resolution at 
a brief holiday session tomorrow and 
would endeavor to bring it before the 
house as early as possible. Despite 
this, however, leaders declared that 
final action on the resolution would 
go over until after the recess unless 
President Wilson asked for its adop- 
tion before that time. 

Substitute Adopted. 

In reaching an agreement on the 
proposal, the house committee adopt- 
ed as a substitute for the Aswell res- 
olution, which was approved by the 
president, one proposed by Represenia- 
tive Sanders, of Louisiana. This is 
Similar to the resolution under which 
control of the railroads was taken over 
with a provision providing for “just 
compensation” to be paid the compa- 
nies for the use of their wires. 

As originally offered, the Sanders’ 
resolution provided for relinquishing of 
government control one year after the 
war ends, but in spite of protests from 
some members, the committee amended 
it to provide for control only for the 
duration of the war. The resolution, 
as amended, follows: 

“That the president in time of war 
is authorized and empowered to su- 
pervise or take possession and assume 
control of any telegraph, telephone, 
marine cable, or radio system or sys- 
tems, or any part thereof, and to op- 
erate the same in such manner as 
may be needful or desirable for the 
duration of the war, which supervision, 
possession, control or operation shall 
not extend beyond the date of the 
proclamation by the president of the 
exchange of ratifications of the treaty 
of peace: Provided that just compen- 
sation shall be made for such super- 
vision, possession, control or opera- 
tion.” 

Conferees at Work. 

Conferees on the $12,000,000,000 army 
appropriation bill worked through to- 
day and when adjournment was taken, 
Senator Chamberlain, of Oregon, chair- 
man of the senate managers, said he 
expected a final agreement would be 


reached tomorrow. Efforts to have 
the report ready for submission when 
the senate reconvenes next Friday will 
be made.

Nashville, Tenn., uly 3.—True to pre- 
dictions that the Old Hickory powder 
plant would be making powder by 
July 4, the first finished product was 
turned out at the plant today.

Washington, July 3.—Accompanied 
by committees from the senate and 
house, the body of Senator Benjamin 
R. Tillman, of South Carolina, who 
died here early today, left Washington 
tonight at 7 o’clock for Trenton, S. C., 
where funeral] services will be held to- 
morrow afternoon at 4 o'clock. Serv- 
ices will be conducted at the Presby- 
terian church, where the body will lie 
in estate from the time of its arriva 
early in the afternoon. 

In observing &@ request of Senator 
Tillman, the funeral services will 
be simple. None were held in Wash- 
ington.

Ppanying the body to Trenton were: 
Senators Smith, of South Carolina; 
Swanson, of Virginia; Gallinger, of 
New Hampshire; Lodgé, of Massachu- 
‘setts; Penrose, of Pennsylvania; Over- 
man, of North Carolina; Nelson, of Min- 
nesota; Smoot, of Utah; Pomerene, of 
Ohio; Fernald, of Maine; Phelan, of 
California; Sterling, of South Dakota;

To honor the passing of one of the 
most picturesque figures in congress 
and southern public life, both bodies of 
congress adjourned today and appoint-

to the Tillman home at Trenton, 8. C.

Tillman, the funeral services will be 
simple. None will be held in Wash- 
ington, from which the funeral party 
will leave at 7 o’clock tonight and ar- 
rive at Trenton tomorrow at 1:40 
o’clock. Services will be held at the 
Presbyterian church at Trenton at 4 
o’cleck tomorrow. No stop will be 
made at Columbia. 

Werked for the Navy. 

As governor of South Carolina, as a 
leader in the southern wing of the 
democratic party and as an active par- 
ticipant in the last generation’s growth 
of the American navy, Senator Till- 
man had been prominently before the 
public for many years. Senator Swan- 
son, of Virginia, probably will: be his 
successor as head of the naval com- 
mittee, to which Senator Tillman had 
devoted almost his exclusive interest 
in congressional legislation fer many 
years. He had been its chairman since 
1913 and was one of the most ardent 
“big navy” advocates, being among the 
first to urge extension of submarine 
construction and government manufac- 
ture of armor plate. 

Senator Tillman had been in failing 
health for several years. Although 
he partially recovered from his first 
stroke of paralysis, his remarkable vi- 


and more severe attack. His wife and 
all members of his family except a 
son suffering from a minor operation 
in a southern army camp were at the 
bedside. 

Senator Tillman’s death promises an 
upheaval in South Carolina politics, in 
which he has been a leader for more 
than a generation. He died in the 
heat of the senatorial primary cam- 
paign in which his long-time political 
opponent, former Governor Cole L 
Blease, was contesting for nomination 
to the senate, 

Stating that he desired to continue 
sérving his country and state during 
the war by giving them the benefit of 
his long experience with naval affairs, 
Senator Tillman recently revoked a de- 
cision not to be a candidate for re- 
election, and Representative Lever, of 
South Carolina, another candidate, 
withdrew. 

Senator Tillman was the eighth 
member of the senate to die since the 
United States entered ihe war. The 
others were Senators Jane, of Oregon; 
Husting, Wisconsin; N’ /wlands, Nevada; 
Brady, Idaho; Hughes, New Jersey; 
Broussard, Louisiana, and Stoné, of 
Missouri. 

Senate Takes Action. 

The senate soon after it convened ad- 
journed until next Friday, over the 
Fourth of July, when Senator Tillman 
is to be buried, out of respect to their 
deceased colleagues. After a brief eu- 
logy by Senator Smith, of South Caro- 
lina, the senate also adopted resolu- 
tions for appointment of a committed 
to attend the funeral. Advising the 
senate of Senator Tillman’s. death, 
Senator Smith, of South Carolina, said: 

“We all know the sturdy character 
of the man, the splendid ruggedness of 
his nature. We did not always agree 
with him, but we all admired motives 
with which he backed the position/ he 
did take. He steadily grew, in round- 
ing out 24 years’ service, in the esti- 
mation of his state and his country. 
They mistook in the beginning the 
manner of the man for his character

Speaking of Senator Tillman in 
making the announcement today, Sec- 
retary Daniels said:

Mrs. Nellie Peters Black Urges 
Women to Attend Nursing Classes 


Heartily supporting the plea of Dr. 
M. T. Davis for more Red Cross 
nurses, as published in The Constitu- 
tion, Mrs. Nellie Peters Black, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, has written a letter 
to The Constitution in which she urges 
the women of Georgia to qualify them- 
selves for this duty by attending the 
classes in nursing which are being 
inaugurated at the Red Cross house in 
Atlanta. 

Mrs. Black also points out that Sur- 
geon General Gorgas is to start an 
army school for nursing and states that 
she will write General Gorgas asking 
jto establish a large branch of this 
schdol in Atlanta, so that Georgia girls 
lmay}“five this opportunity to obtain 
hospital training. 

The letter from Mrs. Black follows: 

Editor Constitution: I have read 
with much interest the letter in today’s 


paper from Dr. M. T. Davis, in regard 
to the shortage of the supply of Red 
Cross nurses and the necessity for 


ing. This is a subject of the greatest 
importance both at home and abroad. 
Unless women are taught how to take 
care of the sick, even in a superficial 
way, ch suffering will be. caused 
and many deaths occur which could be 
prevented by proper care. 


Classes Are Formed. 


At the Red Cross house in Atlanta, 
classes are being inaugurated to teach 
nursing, but only a comparatively 
small number have applied for this 
training. “In the leading hospitals of 
Atlanta there are very few girls who 
have come in'to take the places of the 
women who have ‘gone to France, and 
yet every day we hear women say, “I 
feel as if it is my duty to offer my 
services to the government,” but of 
what use would such women be with- 


| 


| 
out any training? There are right | 
now in France a number of American 
women who are said to be tetally in-’ 
efficient from the lack of training be-| 
fore they left this country, and it 
seems a great pity that any woman 
should be accepted for any work un- 
less her fitness for the difficulties be- 
fore her was proved by her ability in 
Similar positions in this country. There 
are splendid women who have gone to 
France fully prepared to be of service 
and they are doing magnificent work 
for our boys and for the allies. Dr. 
Davis is right in pleading for volun- 
teers. There are hundreds of girls who 
have recently graduated from the 
schools of Georgia who could soon be 
qualified to serve humanity by being 
trained as nurses. 


Nursing School Established. 


Surgeon General Gorgas tells us 
that an army branch training schools 
will be established in many of our 
military hospitals. We hope Atlanta 
may have one of the very largest and 
best attended of such training schools. 
I will write General Gorgas to make 
an appeal for this important oppor- 
tunity to be given Georgia girls to ob-« 
tain hospital training. 

Another form of service which is of 
vital importance in the present emer- 
gency is to have lectures given all 
over the state to teach young moth- 
ers how to keep their children well 
and how to take care of them when ill, 
Trained nurses who are married and 
at the head of their own homes may 
very well do such a service and we 
call on them most earnestly to start 
such a series of lectures. 

Dr. Mossman is doing this in At- 
lanta under the auspices of the Fulton 
county committee of the Council of 
National Defense, and we hope others 
will follow his splendid example. This 
is a time for woman’s help. What- 
ever we can do we must do well, and 
Dr. Davis has pointed the way where 
many should follow.

In Message to Legislature 
Governor Urges the Early 
Passage of Those Meas- 
ures for State’s Prosecu- 
‘tion of War Work. 


The annual message of Governor 
both Douses of 
the general assembly yesterday. 

It was a direct, forceful state docn- 
ment, entering vigorously into a num- 
ber of the problems that confront 
Georgia at this time, particularily by 
Treason of war conditions that exist. 


Paramount among the latter was a 


- direct recommendation for an adequate 


appropriation to earry on the work of 

the Georgia State Council of Defense. 
Te Curb Lynching Pvil. 

Perhaps the most sensational feature 


of the message was the suggestion for 


the creation of a state grand jury for 
the purpose of investigating and of- 
fering presentments in cases of mob 


 tholence. 


Another important recommendation 
was for the creation of a state high- 
way commission with authority to 
drive through state highways under 
proper constitutional authority, with- 
out the interference and embarrassment 
ef local or county interference. 

The suggestion for the conversion of 
the present railroad commission into 
a state corporation commigsion, with 
only three members, instead of five, as 


gs the personnel of the present railroad 


commission, must be considered as a 
bold and fearless stroke, but one that 
is the direct result of the present war- 
time conditions, the functions of the 
railroad commission having been ma- 
terially minimized by the government 
having taken over the railroads. It 
is a recommendation that meets with 
general favor, as a commission having 
jurisdiction over private as well as pub- 
lic service corporations is generally 
regarded as a keen necessity. 
Griffin Experiment Station. 

The governor also took up the mat- 
ter of appropriate legislation to con- 
form to the requirements of the for- 
estry commission in the obtaining by 
purchase of additional lands for the 
forest reservation in north Georgia. 

No more important recommendation 
was made by the governor, perhaps, 
than that of making the state laws con- 
form to the federal laws in that the 
state experiment station shall become 
under the direction of the Georgia 
State College of Agriculture. 


Message in Fall. 


The message as a whole follows: 
State of Georgia, Executive Department, 


Atlanta, July 3, 1918. x a 

Gentlemen of the General Assembly—The 
(ano same conflict in which our country 
is now engaged, and which demands heavy 
drafts upon the resources of our state, 
makes it peculiarly appropriate that this 
gession of your body limit its deliberations 
to the consideration of only those matters 
which are of pressing and general impor- 
tance, excluding all matters which are 
purely local in their application. 

From a legislative standpoint, I am con- 
vinced tbat there is no greater reform 
which could be brought about than the 
enactment of general laws which would ob- 
viate the necessity of devoting so much of 
your time to the consideration of issues lo- 
cal in their nAture. 

Should your honorable body pursue the 
course indicated in the opening paragraph, 
you could not now give the time necessary 
to the accomplishment of this reform; but 
the advantages to be derived are s0 ap- 
parent that it is earnestly urged that, as 
goon ag normal conditions are restored, im- 
mediate steps be taken for the accom- 
plishment of this end. 


Legislature of 1917. 
You are to be congratulated that during 


yyour 1917 session so much general construc- 


ive legislation was adopted. But I believe 
that > gone will review the acts of 19817 
you must reach the conclusion that too 
much of your time was devoted to the con- 
sideration of purely local matters. 

Out of approximately 229 enactments, 170 
deal with local subjects. That is, there 
were over three times as many local laws 
considered as there were general laws. The 
ate, as printed, give over three times as 

uch space to local as to general laws, the 
former consuming approximately 770 print- 
ed pages as against 200 for the latter. 

Most of the local acts passed appertain 
te matters that could easily have been cov- 
ered by general laws. This plan is pursued 
in many states and should be adopted here. 

The passage of general laws under which 
the local authorities could regulate such 
matters would conserve the time of your 
members, and enable them to give all their 
attention to laws of general public inter- 


appreval was all your 
general iegisiation; and, with the exception 
ef two enactments, to which I shall here- 
after refer, your work has met with no ob- 
jection, so far as I know. There are, how- 
ever, two matters to which your attention 
should be directed: One that you may 
take sueh corrective action as in your wis- 
dom may be deemed expedient, and the oth- 
er that an apparent mistake may not be 
repeated. 


National Ferest Reserve. ‘ 

First, your attention is directed to the 
matienal forest reserve act, to be found 
on page 182, acts 1917. Purchase of lands 
in Georgia for national forests have been 
made pursuant to an act of the Georgia 
legislature (acts of 1901, page 384), which 
gave the United States the right to acquire, 
by ‘purchase, by gift, or by condemnation, 


and urged “favorable consideration of 
measure by congress.” Similar action 


[to this effect will not be objected 


[the condemnation of thelr property, a law 
’ to by 
the United States authorities, 

' The only objection urged, so far as I am 
informed, is that lands thus acquired by the 
United States government are withdrawn 
from state taxation. As an offset to this, 
your attention is called to the fact that 
the United States is obligated to pay to the 
state 26 per cent: of whatever proceeds are 
derived from the lands thus acquired, to be 
used by the state in the construction of 
public roads in the counties affected or in 
support of the public schools thereof, In 
addition to this the federal government is 
obligated to use 10 per cent of such fund 
for the construction of public roads within 
the reservations. Recently a small sum 
has been paid by the federal government to 
the state, and has been covered into the 
treasury, where it awaits some legislation 
on your part, directing its disposition. 

Objectionable Contract. 


The second matter to which I desire to 
call your attention is the contract with 
reference to the distribution of Park’s An- 
notated Code, authorized by your act, page 
85, acts 1917. This contract, while advised 
then by the state librarian, is now disap- 
proved by that official, who, in her report, 
says: “I respectfully suggest your con- 
sideration of a feature of a law passed by 
the present legislature at the session of 
1917 which authorizes the governor of 
Georgia to contract with the publisher of 
Park’s Annotated Code and Supplement for 
the purpose of effecting an exchange of 600 
dew ap of said code and supplement at a value 
of 20 per cent less than the market price, 
and deliver to him in return as the state's 
part of the exchange, ‘any publication of 
the state, published or to be published, in- 
cluding current reports. of the supreme court 
and court of appeals at current prices, less 
20 per cent.’ It is to this latter part of 
the provision that I invite your attention, 
namely, that the state will be given her cur- 
rent reports, as issued at 20 per cent dis- 
count from the regular price, which is fixed 
on each volume at the actual cost of print- 
ing and binding.”’ : 

I concur in this suggestion of the state 
librarian: “I recommend that in the fu- 
ture money r@€ceived on the sale of books 
be not diverted into other channels, but 
deposited by your state Hbrarian in the 
regular way in the state treasury, and ap- 
propriated out of the treasury for such pur- 
poses as the legislature in its ‘Wisdom may 


deem proper.”’

Commerce and Labor. 

Several of the states, namely: Maryland, 
New Jersey, New York, Delaware and South 
Dakota, have adopted compulsory work 
laws; and in most states adequate machin- 
ery for the enforcement of such a law has 
been provided. Beneficial results have been 
obtained. By no other plan can the en- 
tire man-power of our state be mobilized 
and made to contribute its share in our 
great struggle. 

I am convinced that some such law should 
be enacted, and provision made for its en- 
forcement in our state. The numerous com- 
‘plaints of labor shortage coming from farms 
and industries throughout the-state would 
be reduced; and, if such a law were properly 
enforced, Yt would not only be the means of 
relieving the needs of our people in this 
respect, but would also enable Georgia to 
make a larger contribution of food, forage 
and manufactured products, for the prose- 
cution of the war. 

Corporation Commission. 

Georgia should have a corporation com- 
mission charged with the chartering, su- 
pervision, control and probably the taxation 
of our corporations, both public service and 
private. The railroad commission of Geor- 
gia should be converted into such a com- 
mission, and it should be the means of large- 
ly increasing the revenue of the state and 
giving that control of corporations which is 


Raflroad Commission. 4 

I suggest, for your consideration, that 
the railroad commission membership should 
be reduced to three, and that this is an op- 
portune time te make such a reduction, in- 
asmuch as the terms of two of the members 
expire December 1, 1919, at which time the 
new law could become effective. 

The assumption of control of the railroads 
by the United States government, if con- 
tinued, makes the maintenance of this large 
commission by our state wholly unneces- 
sary; and, in the event the railroads are 
returned to their owners, a commission ef 
three is sufficient, if they are paid ade- 
quate salaries and required to devote their 
entire time to this work. 

Inadequacy of Space in Capitel. 

The business of the state is fast outgrowing 
the quarters afforded by the capitol; and it 
will not be long before more adequate ac- 
commodation must necessarily be provided. 
A committee should be appointed to inves- 
tigate and make suggestions as to the best 
course to pursue. Such a committee might 
also be entrusted with the matter of mak- 


ing recommendations concerning the dis- 
position of the governor's mansion, 


Mob Violence and Lynchings. 
Mob violence should be suppressed; and 
by state authorities. 
If this is not done, it is very probable 
that federal intervention will not be long 
delayed. There is already pending in the 


federal cengress a bill conferring jurisdic- 
tion upon federal tribunals to punish those 


participating in lynchings. Without ewait- 
ing federal action, I submit, that it is the 
duty of Georgia te take drastic steps to 
deal with this question. 

There are many instances of outrageous 
lynchings that could be prevented, if the 
laws would warrant proper steps being 
taken.

Federal Farm Loans. 

Under a ruling of the attorney general no 
compensation can be paid to anyone other 
than an attorney. : 

If the suggestion with reference to an au- 
ditor for the state, as-contained in my first 
message, is not adopted, then is it not ad- 
visable to enact a law which will encourage 
the auditors employed by counties to fur- 
nish the state the information which will 
make possible the collection of taxes which 
otherwise would a total loss? 

I am requested by the secretary of the 
treasury of the United States to submit for 
your consideration the subject of making 
farm loan bonds legal investments for the 
funds of savings banks, insurance com- 
panies, trust companies and for guardians 
and trustees. In his communication it is 
said: 

The act of congress known as the federal 
farm loan act of July 17, 1916, was passed 
“to provide capital for agricultural devel- 
opment, to create a standard form of in- 
vestment based upon farm mortgages, to 
equalize rates of interest upon farm lands,” 
etc., etc. It provided for long-time dmor- 
tized loans to farmers at a lower rate of 
interest than has hitherto prevailed in most 
sections of the country, and will meet the 
credit necessities of a vast number of farm- 
ers, particdlarly the owners of small farms 
whose lack of .touch with financial cen- 
ters, or the modesty of whose demands, 
have hitherto prevented their securing 
loans ,-a@t all, irrespective of the rate of in- 
terest, .

TAKE IT AS A GUIDE. 


The message of Governor Hugh M. Dor- 
sey to the state legislature is remarkable 
for its terseness, its lucidity and its direct 
expression. For its breadth of vision, and 
the constructiveness of the legislation it be- 


speaks, it is an epochal document. 


Throughout the entire paper there is not 
a word of vainglory nor a note of pessimism. 
There is not an expression of criticism of 
things that are, without a corresponding sug- 
gestion of a remedy whereby to make them 
what they, in the governor’s judgment, 
Ought to be. It is a message free from cant, 
free from half-baked or immature conclu- 
sions and free from recommendations that 
are visionary or impracticable. 

In a word, it is a message that denotes 
deep study, careful investigation of every 
phase of the state’s interests, and a compre- 
hensive viewpoint on the part of its author. 

There is not a sentence nor a syllable in 
it to which any fair-minded, progressive 
citizen of Georgia—one who, like the gov- 
ernor, has only the best welfare of the en- 
tire state at heart—can take exceptions. 

If the general assembly accepts this 
splendid message as its guide throughout this 
session, and, so far as possible, enacts into 
law the recommendations of the governor, 
it would contribute wonderfully to the prog- 
ress and the prosperity of the state. 


BOND ELECTION REFORM. 


Yesterday the state senate, with only one 
dissenting vote, passed a constitutional 
amendment measure providing that in cor- 
poration bond elections the votes of :two- 
thirds of those voting shall be required to 
authorize a bond issue, instead of two-thirds 
of those registered for the last preceding 
general election, as is now the law in Geor- 
gia. 

In other words, if the senate measure is 
concurred in by the house and ratified by 
the people at the next general election—as 
undoubtedly it will be—the voters of Georgia 
will thereafter be given a chance to decide 
their own bond elections, on a two-thirds 
basis, and dead men, move-aways, citizen 


‘slackers and those who deliberately and 


wilfully stand in the way of progress by re- 
fraining from voting on bond-issue proposals 
will be eliminated as deciding factors in such 
elections. 3 

At the same time the utmost safeguard 
is thrown around bond issues by the senate 
measure, as under the amendment as pro- 
posed no bond issue can be authorized un- 
less it receives the. approval of two-thirds 
of the voters who at the ballot box express 
their attitude toward it. 

Georgia is the only state that now 
hedges bonding proposals with such absurd 
and practically prohibitive regulations as 
those that prevail under the constitution as 
it stands. : 

The proposed regulation is in line with 
progress, is in keeping with the spirit of the 
day and times, and is similar to that of 
most of the states of the unlon—though 
still not as liberal as some. 

The senate is to be commended for hav- 
ing so aggressively and so firmly expressed 
its desire to set Georgia forward; and it is 
to be hoped the house, imbued with the 
same spirit, will follow its lead and place 
this, important matter in the hands of the 
voters of Georgia. 


SENATOR B. R. TILLMAN. 


In the death of United States Senator 
Benjamin Ryan Tillman, of South Carolina, 
yesterday, the south lost an able champion 
and ohe of its most conspicuous citizens, 
and the republic one of its foremost sup- 
porters. 

For more than a quarter of a century 
“Pitchfork Ben” Tillman has been promi- 
nently before the public of the whole nation. 
His career in the politics of his state and in 
that of the nation has been more or less 
spectacular; and his long tenure in the 
upper house of congress, especially up to a 
few years ago when the ravages of old age 
began to “slow him down,” has been marked 
by his fearless and bellicose support of the 
things he believed to be right and opposition 
to policies which he disapproved. 

He was a fighter, but, as his bitterest 
political foes admit, always a fair one; and 
in point of downright American patriotism 
and loyalty to his government, he occupied 
second place to no man who ever sat in the 
senate. 

As chairman of the senate committee on 
naval affairs, under both republican and 
democratic administrations, Senator’ Till- 
man did more, perhaps, than any any other 


one man in the councils of the country to- 


ward building up the navy to its present 
position of eminence among the navies of 
the world, and in that capacity his loss will 
be keenly felt by the government. we 

Senator Tillman was an able and a useful 
man, and his name will live in an honored 
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By Telamon Cuyler. 

‘The reading of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence by Governor Dorsey, from the orig~- 
inal engrossed record, dated 1777, ia an 
event of historical importance in these war 
times. I am very familiar with this ancient 
Paper because 1 discovered it in the state 
papers in the year 1897 and thus brought it 
to light after one hundred and twenty 
years. 

Here are the facta: The most famous 
political document in all recorded humas 
history had been drafted, debated and dis- 
cussed by the American congresa and reach- 
ed a final vote on July 4, 1776, when it was 
unanimously passed. Owing to its vast im- 
portance, the congress took extraordinary 
care to inform every American of ita word- 
ing. The very next day it wae set into type 
and thirteen copies were certified to under 
the seal of congress by its president, John 
Hancock, and one was sent, by a special 
messenger, to the governor of each of the 
thirteen colonial governmenta, with a re 
quest that he promulgate it to his people. 

Reaehed Savannah in August. 

So great was the distance from Phila- 
delphia to Georgia that the declaration did 
not reach Savannah, then our capital, until 
the weary messenger arrived from Charles- 
ton, by boat, at twilight, on August 9, 1776. 
He was hurried to Governor Archibald Bul- 
Joch's residence. The governor read the 
papers and called a meeting of his council, 
They considered the situation and planned 
the ceremonies for Georgia's first Fourth 
of July, namely, August 10, 1776. 

‘Marly that morning the troops were 
paraded, and the governor: and council came 
to the Liberty pole and the battery, on Bull 
street, and there Bulloch’s brave voice rang 
out in reading thé very words modern 
Georgians hear fall from Governor Dorsey’s 
lips on July 4, 1918! How they cheered and 
shouted, those vatriots of that first national 
birthday! The drums rolled and cannon 
roared, and high were their hopes for found: 
ing those previous liberties which we are 
now defending. After reading the great 
charter of our liberties, those Georgians ad- 
journed to a barbecue under the moss- 
draped trees on the river. I have seen the. 
bill for that feast; it cost them $35, and 
they enjoyed muttonm—a great treat—as 
they had agreed not to kill sheep so as to 
save the wool. 

That original certified copy did not con- 
tain the names of the “signers,” because the 
large engrossed copy was not made for 
aome days after July 4, 1776. This copy was 
on parchment, and béara the names of 62, I 
think, men, whom history calls “The Sign- 
ers.” Some who voted for it did not remain 
to sign, like John Houstoun of Georgia. 
Others who did not happen to be present on 
July 4 signed later; one signed long after 
the revolutionary war was over. The orig- 
inal signed copy is now preserved in the 
secretary of states’ office in Washington 
city. 

Only Thirteen Copies. 

Please remember that only the original 
thirteen states have a genuine Declaration 
of Independence on record in the state 
archives, This means that actual legal 
copies, under official seal, can be had only 
from the federal secretary of state or a sec- 
retary of state of one of the original thirteen 
States. 

The actual document Bulloch read from 
has, I regret to say, been lost, and no 
amount of research by Mr. Lucian Knight 
and myself has been able to find it. The 
one Governor Dorsey reads from is the en- 
grossed record made from that certified 
copy sent to the governor of Georgia in 
1777. That original paper has been lost, but 
the record, made on March 2, 1777, is now 
used. The facts about it follow: 

Second Copy Recorded. 

In a big folio volume, called “Book B, 
Record of Commissions,” this paper is found 
on pages 257-261. It was written March 2, 
1777, and shows that the certified copy was 
made in Philadelphia on January 18, 1777. It 
was also slow in getting to Savannah. This 
second copy was sent because it contained 
the names of all the “signers,” Georgia be- 
ing represented by three—namely, Button 
Gwinnett, George Walton and Lyman Hall. 
All three were afterwards governors of 
Georgia, as was John Houstoun, and all four 
have counties named for them. This paper 
starts out with those immortal words, “In 
Congress, July 4, 1776,” and ends with the 
signature of John Hancock and the attest 
of “Charles Thompson, secretary.” Then fol- 
lows a resolution of congress during Janu- 
ary, 1777, ordering these copies of what our 
forefathers called “The Declaration of In- 
dependency” to be sent to each of the 
Note 
the word then used was not ndependence, 
but independency; and the United was writ- 
ten united! Much history is compressed in 
those words so used. 

Thus, while- we are again fighting for 
liberty and Georgia's freedom and America’s 
rights and freedom, it is well that another 
war governor wisely reads these great 
words to us, that we may thus have his offi- 
cial admonition, by actual word of mouth, 
from that document. Let me inform my 
readers that no governor since Bulloch has 
read the Declaration! It has been left to 
Governor Dorsey to establish what should 
be made ‘an annual custom—the reading of 
the Declaration of Independence by the gov- 
ernor to the people; not only in Georgia, but 


in every state in this union.

Thanks to American help and co-opera- 
tion, we will overcome all the perils of the 
hour and rise gioriously from the trials o 
this long war. ” 

The American organization, which grows 
more perfect every day, brings to the na- 
tions in arms againat Germany all its vigor 
and irresistible youth. The sight of the 
American standard already unfurled in the 
battle on the soil of France gives hope to all 
that the sacrifices and heroism shall not be 
in vain. 

Liberty cannot and must not die. It will 
be to the eternal honor of the United States 
that she has given, regardless of cost, all 
that she possesses in order that liberty may 
continue to enlighten the world.

Its 
hundred millions, who have lived in peace 
in the continent of the new world, are think- 
ing with gratitude of their forefathers whose 
valor gave them freedom and power to de- 
velop the resources of their wonderful coun- 
Today it is not a family festival. Or, to 
@apeak more exactly, the family has grown. 
Not only is France invited, but France holds 
no moment in glorious history dearer than 
that when she came chivalrously to the Help 
of the young republic across the Atlantic, 
and all nations of two hemispheres who 


wish to see liberty and justice triumph over 
violence and injustice are joining with all 
hearts in célebration of American independ- 
ence “ 

America has entered this war for the 
defense of the rights of humanity, the de- 
feat of militarism and imperialism and the 
spirit of brutality, and to guarantee to all 
nations, great or small, their independence, 
and to protect democracies against the ag- 
gressiona of irresponsible autocracy. 

It is a veritable crusade which she has 
undertaken for the salvation of the whole 
world. It is right, therefore, that American 
independence becomes the symbol of liberty 
throughout the world and July Fourth be- 
comes in future a solemn festival of a league 
of nations about to be founded. 


Great Britain Now 
Comrade-in-Arms. 

London, July 3.—(Special.)}—Former Pre- 
mier Asquith sends the following message 
to The Atlanta Constitution:

The Fourth of July is a date which, both 
our peoples may join in commemorating. It 
was the birthday of American independence, 
the starting point for the separate develop- 
ment of the two great branches of our race.

For it 
has not only made usa partakers in the 
sacrifices and services of a great campaign, 
but it has united us in a joint resolve to 
build upon the basis of a lasting peace a 
new fabric for the future of humanity.

Rome, July 4.—On this day, in which the

The New July Fourth 
And Its Meaning 


(From Youth’s Companion.) 


Never before, in all our 142 years of na- 
tional life, have we had a Fourth of July 
like this one. In the past there has always 
been a predominating tone of levity about 
the day and of good-humored boastfulness. 
It pleased us to strut a little and to throw 
out our. chest and to feel our biceps and to 
tell everyone what a mighty wallop it was 
that we gave John Bull so long ago. 

But now, when we are really greater and 
stronger than we have ever been before,— 
when we have the best reason we have ever 
had for going somewhat vauntingly,—we 
have suddenly become silent and serious. 
For, looking acrosa the water, we see our 
old-time enemy standing there fighting for 
his life—and for our lives, too—against a foe 
that would destroy all that our common race 
holds dear of personal freedom and political 
equailty. We see the terrible bludgeoning 
that he has taken without a whimper, the 
wounds that he bas suffered in silence, the 
grim courage with which he faces every 
new foul blow. His “head is bloody, but 
unbowed,” and in the face of that heroic 
figure our héad, although not yet bloody, is 
bowed—in respect, in admiration, in modesty 
and, alas! a little in shame that we saw so 
late and were so loath to act. 

And so the war has taken away our old 
Fourth of July. But it has put a new one in 
its place. The old one belonged to the chil- 
dren, who celebrated it with noise and fun 
and laughter; the new one belongs to those 
who think and feel. Through all the years 
we have been commemorating what we 
thought was our victory over England in a 
great little war. Now we see that it was not 
England that we fought, but tyranny, and 
not England that we conquered, but the spirit 
of oppression, just as we are fighting it now, 
with our former adversary by our side, and 
France and Italy and 20 other nations 
shoulder to shoulder with us, 

_ The old Fourth will never come back. We 
shall continue to keep the day and to cele- 
brate it, but not in the old fashion. We can 
see now, a8 we never have seen before, what 
our fathers did for us, and what the heritage 
is that they handed down to us—not freedom 
alone, nor yet alone the love of freedom, 
but that far nobler gift, the willingness to 
fight for freedom, for ourselves and other 
men. 

If we keep that in mind we shall cele- 
brate the Fourth in the right way: and 
perhaps in the years to come other nations 
will observe it, too, not as a national birth- 
day, but as a sort of world’s birthday of 
freedom.

Public Health Service 
At War on Mosquitoes 
As Well as Typhoid 


At the public health service, in the 
Rhodes building, in addition to mak- 
ing 150 daily inoculations for typhoid, 
the service is now making war on the 
mosquito. 

Lieutenant lL. H. Evans, sanitary en- 
gineer, is working in harmony with 
Dr. Kennedy, of the local board of 
health, and their co-operative work is 
getting gratifying results. 


At present there are seven ome of 
fifteen men each at work ditching out 
the small streams and clearing up the 
undergrowth on the streams in the 
outskirts of the city. There are also 
five spraying parties of two men each 
who are busily engaged in spraying 
every low place where there is stand- 
ing water that cannot easily be 
drained. 

The work began in the early spring, 
the American Red Cross having start- 
ed the work around Camp Gordon. 
The health service is now actively en- 
gaged in exterminating the mosquito 
from the city of Atlanta, Camp Gor- 
don, Fort McPherson and _ the rifle 
range at Norcross. Already the gov- 
ernment has spent $36,000, the ed 
Cross $7,000 and the city something 
over $3,500 in the fight against the 
mosquito in and around the city. 

There are two kinds of mosquitoes 
in this vicinity—the small blick mos- 
quito that is noiseless and the singing 
mosquito that insists upon pouring his 
tuneful lay into your ears about the 
time you desire to doze off. The for- 
mer pumps for blood and at the same 
time fills you with malaria; the latter 
is far less dangerous. . 

The approaching months of August 
and September are the worst months 
in the year for the mosquito. Every-

Synopsis of Weather and Crop Condi- 

tions in Georgia for the Week End- 
ing Tuesday, July 2, 1918. 

During the past week the droughty 
conditions especially prevailing -in the 
central portion of the state were re- 
lieved by well-distributed showers, ex- 
cept at a few scattered localities where 
it is still too dry. A large majority of 
crop correspondents report that nearly 
all crops are in good condition, well 
cultivated, clean and growing rapidly. 
In a few sections where more rain than 
needed has fallen grassy fields are re- 
ported, but these are the exception, and 
considering the general scarcity of labor, 
it is remarkable how well advanced farm 
work has been kept. Cotton is good, 
and the boHs seem still small and back- 
ward; the most serious drawback is the 
fact that the flelds are infested by the 
weevils in most southern counties. Corn 
is good; it is coming into silk and tas- 
sel in the north, where laying-by con- 
tinues. Sweet potatoes are doing well: 
setting slips continues. Here and -there 
where suffering for rain pastures con- 
tinue poor, though they have generally. 
improved in other sections: some hay > 
was saved during the week; planting 
peas for hay in stubble lands continued 
during the week. Peanuts are doing 
well, as also most minor crops. Ship- 
ments of watermelons and cantaloupes 
continues, Elberta peaches are beginning 
to ripen and promise larger and better 
fiavored fruit than the early varieties, 
gardens suffered considerably from the 
dry weather, but at this season most early 
vegetables have reached maturity, and 
gardens, anyway, begin to show signs 
of drying up; planting fall gardens has
